So far, it has been used only 
in mess-hall dishpans and on bar- 
rack-room floors and isn’t cn the 
m arket commercially yet.

There was a “combination,** a 
poolir.’g of news, for routine police 
matters.

A head sud­ 
denly was thrust out a dirty tene­ 
ment window and the police re­ 
porter attached to it howled to the

The young sters who have 
worked only under the tidy condi­ 
tions of modern housing , plum b­ 
ing , lig hting and cleanliness are 
snooted occasionally by the older 
bunch. Since I was a member of 
the pre-cleanup days, I am con­ 
sidered an “old-timer,” and as 
such, g reeted with extra respect 
by the newer police reporters, 
some considerably older than I, 
who have been convinced by the 
veterans that we covered the town 
when it really was a chore. I don’t 
attem pt to chang e their views. 
They make me feel important.

In his talk the speaker describ­ 
ed the people, the way of liv ing : 
and the terrain of New Guinea. 
! 
The principal diet of the people 
consists of cocoanuts tog ether with 
wild pig . 
The nativ es suffer from v arious 
! sorts of skin diseases. In this re­ 
spect it is strang e to note that 
thoug h most of them are carriers 
of Malaria that they are practi­ 
cally immiy ie to it. 
For hunting the men use bows 
and arrows tog ether with mach­ 
etes. Some of them use a v ersion 
; of our sling shot. As they do not 
¡hav e rubber bands to furnish the 
impetus, they use a sling shot with 
a handle about fiv e feet long which 
is driv en into the g round and the 
spring of the handle furnishes the 
force with which to 
propel 
the 
missile. 
The av erag e life of the nativ e is 
about 35 to 4 0 y ears of ag e. Ani­ 
mal life on New Guinea consists 
principally of wild pig s, kang a­ 
roo, and birds. 
New Guinea with 
its harbors, etc, had been well sur­ 
v ey ed by the J aps as long as 15 
y ears before the war. The intent­ 
ion was to use the island as a base 
from which to strike ag ainst Aus­ 
tralia. Most of the air strips hav e 
been abandoned since the end of 
the war. 
There is much wealth in the hills 
of the island consisting 
of 
rare 
woods, precious stones, and met­ 
als. The western part is controll­ 
ed by the Dutch and the eastern 
part by the Australians. Most of 
the work is done by the women. 
The men spend their time hunting 
and fishing and they also build the 1 
homes. The nativ es are v ery adept 
at wood carv ing .
